The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although, both the 
closest prior art of record, JP 10-147521 and IP 7-126157 are suggestive of butyl rubber, butyl 
rubber is neither required nor is its weight percent taught. Thus, the Rule 132 declarations of 
August 16, 2004 and November 11, 2005 provide that the butyl rubber and its weight percent 
over its claimed range provide for superior adhesive performance and less stratum corneum 
abrasion. Therefore, the instant claims are novel over the combined references.
